Ixtndon, Ju ly 28.— The most pessi­ 
mistic views regarding the acuteness 
of the Moroccan crisis were large’y 
confirmed by the prime m inister in 
the house of commons when, with a 
manner as impressive as his word', 
ho read from a manuscript which had i 
been carefully prepared, a warning to i 
Germ any that Great Britain proposed 
♦o stand for what she considered her 
lights and to maintain the balance of 
power in Europe. 
Further testimony as to the gravity 
of the situation is given by the fact 
that the prime minister obviously had 
taken the leader of the opposition into 
tiie government's confidence and Mr. 
Balfour’s declaration was no less firm 
than Mr. Asquith's. 
The prime m inister’s statement was 
couched in diplomatic, though not r ° 
assuring, language. 
At the very open* 
lng he said: 
“ It is obvious that this Moroccan 
question has reached a point at which 
it will become increasingly difficult, 
embarrassing and anxious, unless a 
solution is found. 
“ W e thought it right from the be­ 
ginning to make clear that, failing of 
a settlement such as I have indicated, 
we must become an active party in 
the discussion of the situation. 
It 
might be our duty in defense of B rit­ 
ish 
interests 
directly 
affected 
by 
further developments.” 
“ If there are any who supposed that 
we would be wiped off the map of E u ­ 
rope because we hav“ our difficult1*'* 
at home it may be worth while saying 
that they bitterly mistake the temp' r 
of the British people and the patriot­ 
ism of the opposition.” 
Such plain speaking on a question 
fraught with possibilities of a great 
European w ar has not been heard in 
the British parliament for years.

pressure of two party caucuses, final-1 
ly came solidly to the support of the! 
Wisconsin man, believing it good poli­ 
tics from their viewpoint to assist La 
Follette in his efforts to embarrass 
the president. 
The bill, as it passed, w ill go to o 
conference 
committee 
of 
the 
two 
houses and probably w ill come from 
that committee with duties about o 
per cent lower on the average than 
they are in the La Follette substitute. 
The compromise 
bill, 
which 
is ex­ 
pected to appear within a few days, 
will be based, it is understood, on a 
duty of 20 per cent on raw wool and 
corresponding reductions from exisi 
ing rates on the manufactures of wool. 
It was common know bulge in the 
senate that La Follette proposed his 
substitute measure based on 35 per 
cent on raw wool with the full expec­ 
tation that he would have to yield 5 
per cent all along the line when the 
bill 
got 
Into conference. 
The raw 
wool duty carried by the Underwood 
bill was only 20 per cent, the average 
rates under the present Payne-Aldrlch 
law being about 44 per cent. 


Bill Certain of Veto. 


Proceedings in the senate and de­ 
velopments

follow the 
resolution for the wool bill, however, 
w ill be futile so far as any addition 
to the statute books is concerned. 
It can be said upon highest author­ 
ity that President Taft will veto the 
wool bill if it ever gets to the W hite 
House and there are not a sufficient 
number of votes in its favor to pass 
it over the veto. 
One of the interesting bits of gossip 
in conm*ction with the result is In re­ 
gard to the effect it may have on the 
future of the farmers' free list bill. 
There is a firm belief among the Re­ 
publican leaders that the farm ers’ free 
list bill is to he put through by prac­ 
tically the same coalition and this was 
one of the considerations upon which 
the I>emocrats finally consented to be­ 
come a tail to Senator La Follette’s 
presidential kite.

to bring about an adjournment.

"w e will continue to send over the d if­ 
ferent schedules.” 
It is possible to 
wind up the session by Aug. 10. 


Postal Surplus. 
“ Postmaster General Hitchcock has 
accomplished more than any of his 
predecessors.” declares a paper which 
is alw ays friendly to the adm inistra­ 
tion, and then it tells about the sur 
plus which lias been accumulated. 
These statements are not particular­ 
ly gratifying to Messrs. Meyer. Cor- 
telyou and Wynne, who were H itch­ 
cock’s immediate predecessors, espe­ 
cially as it is understood that t he sur­ 
plus has been accumulated by cutting 
off a number of postal facilities which 
the people have heretofore enjoyed. 
For Instance, where there were three 
deliveries of mail there are now but 
two, and other curtailments have been 
made In proportion.

Anti-Trust Bureau of Department of 


Justice Busy Gathering Evidence in 


Many States— Attorney General De­ 


clares That All Monopolies W hich 


Do Not Dissolve W ill Be Brought 


Before the Courts. 


W ashington, Ju ly 28.—'The depart­ 
ment of justice is planning immediate 
prosecution of all trusts or n onopoties 
that do not dissolve or take other 
steps to obey the Sherman law as it 
has been interpreted in the Standard 
Oil, tobacco trust and powder trust 
cases. 
Attorney General W ickersham 
is authority for the statement tha-t all 
Such will be brought before the courts 
as soon as proceedings can be insti­ 
tuted.

Back in the ’50s, when the north- i 
ern portion of the Territory of Dak o­ 
ta was hardly more than a bleak 
waste of uncultivated ground, the 
town of Pembina was founded by 
Enos Stutsman. 
Stutsman 
was 
a 
man as remark able for his eccentrici­ 
ties as he was for his phy sical deform­ 
ity . 
lie emigrated to Dak ota from 
the huck leberry districts of Connec­ 
ticut and located in the upper Red 
river valley , where he 
filed 
and 
proved up on 320 acres of land. 
It 
was the ground on which Pembina 
now stands. 
He had the head and 
body of a giant, but his legs were 
hardly more than a foot long, and he 
was unable to travel without the aid 
of two short and powerful crutches. 
He was a shrewd, calculating fellow 
and soon became a recognized lead­ 
er among the handful of emigrants 
who had tak en up their places in his 
neighborhood. 
As a political diplo­ 
mat he never had an equal in the 
territory . 
For four consecutive ses­ 
sions he was chairman of the coun­ 


cil in the upper branch of the terri­ 
tory legislature, and he was one of 
the most famous draw-pok er play ers j 
in 
the 
territory . 
He 
numbered 
among his close friends a pioneer 
named .hid LaMoure, who owned a 
line of stage coaches running be­ 
tween Grand Fork s and Pembina. 
It was these two men who play ed 
the best game of pok er that was ever j 
play ed in the territory . 
The game i 
was play ed in the old Levee hotel ir. 
Yank ton, in 1S62, and it lasted from 
10 o'clock on Friday morning to 3 
O 'c lo ck on Sunday morning. 
During 
its progress the people of the town 
assembled in the hotel and watched 
the two men as they fought lik e 
b u ll­ 
dogs over the pile of red. white and 
blue check s. 
The legislature was in session at j 
the time, and as Stutsman, who was 
chairman of the council, refused to 
leave the game, that branch of the ! 
legislature adjourned until the fol- 
j 
lowing Monday and the members 
watched the game to the finish. 
Early in the game Stutsman's luck 
I was wonderfully good, and he play ed 
with a reck lessness 
that 
surprised 
every one. 
Later on the tide turned 
against him, and the chips began to 
flow in the direction 
of 
LaMoure. 
who with his slouch hat pulled over 
his ey es, was watching every move 
of his opponent. 
Slowly and surely

Similarly he cannot become a

Mason, and if he happens to be one at 
the date of Ids ascension tie must re­ 
sign from the craft. 
King George, 
however, has not been initiated. 
E ven in affairs of th e heart a sover- 
M. Stebbins. eign m ust bow to the will of 
others. 
Although King Cophetun might have 
loved and shared his throne with a 
begga r maid, the royal m arria ge act 
w ould 
render the occurrence of any 
such rom antic union impossible in E ng­ 
land 
Members of the blood 
royal : 
m ust hnve the sanction of parliament 
before they can marry, and this would 
certainly not be accorded unless tho 
birth and position of the lady were 
beyond reproach. 
An 
English king's position toward 
the law is som ew h at peculiar. 
Theo 
retlcally he Is above th e law 
In prac­ 
tice. however, he has to obey it. Just 
as hav e his subjects. 
H e must ol* 
s e rv e the established legal system of 
the country. 
Any royal proclamation 
w hich he issues is only binding in so 
far as it is founded upon an ex isting 
law. 
It cannot alter the com mon law 
or create a new offense, nor can a 
king set up private tribunals, such as 
th e star chambe r, or add to the Juris 
diction of a court. 
By a special act <»' 
parliam ent P lias also been dechleu 
that if his majesty won* to lose an ac­ 
tion brought against him by the reve­ 
nue .authorities he would be liable for 
tía» p aym ent of costs. 
By the law of the land the king c a n­ 
not possibly commit an offense. 
Any 
injury or wrong suffered by a subject 
at Ids ha nd s has to be attri buted to 
tfie “ mistake of his advisers;” hence 
it happ ens that King George is the 
only person In Gre at Britain who ca n­ 
not arrest a suspected felon, even if 
such a one were to be seen by him en­ 
tering B uck ingha m palace or W indsor 
castle. 
T h e reason for this is Itecnuse 
no action for wrongful arrest could 
lie against him. and therefore If the 
1 person arrested by him were proved 
Innocent there would then be a wrong 
without a remedy. 
Another legal dis­ 
ability of the king is that he is barred 
i of all rights in matte rs relating to land 
a fter a lapse of six ty years. 
He Is also 
prohibited from serving on a Jury or 
t ¡ from giving evidence 
Until so comparatively recent n pe 
rlod as lsTO If a subject w ere convict­ 
ed of treason or felony tin* king could 
claim Ids property. 
Another lapsed 
prerogative of the crow n Is one known 
ns “corody.” 
During its ex isteuce a 
king who w a nte d to ad vance the in­ 
terests of n royal chaplain could com 
pel a bishop to support such a clergy­ 
m an until a benefice had been found 
for him. 
N owadays he h as not even 
of founding a bishopric or 
ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction, 
he must alw a ys lie a m e m ­ 
ber of the Church of England and 
cannot ch ange Ids religion. 
T h e theory that the king “reigns, 
but does not gov ern” is amply borne 
out by the political 
system of the 
j country. 
While the mend**rs of par 
liaineut 
are 
Ids 
majesty's 
“faithful 
¡ roiumons.” they 
have certain 
privi­ 


le g e s which lie himself does not |*os- 


»e ss. 
T h us King George can summon 
or prorogue 
pari in men t at will, but he 
■ cannot prolong 
It 
beyond a definite 
I period. 
Similarly he Is absolutely de- 
(barred from imposing any sort of t a x ­ 
a t i on w h a te v e r without first securing 
I tiie consent of parliament. 
So Jeal­ 
ous l y guard ed is tlds privilege that a 
» lug cannot creat e new officers with 
! new fees or annex new fees to ex ist­ 
ing officers, as such a course would 
¡Is» considered as imposing a fresh tax . 
!ln bygone times, however, when an 
j English monarch w as in w ant of funds 
he would levy tax es right and left and 
; without asking anybody 
The franeise does not ex tend to E ng­ 
lish monarch*.

of the few men possessing a genuine 
st ake in the country without the priv 
ilege of recording U Vote.

It may sound a little curious, but 
there are quite a number ut things 
which, despite his exalted position a s 
sovereign of the realm. King George 
V. cannot do. 
These disabilities range 
lover alt sorts ot matters and concern 
etiquette, politics, religion and law. 
To begin with etiquette, it is an estab­ 
lished practice that his majesty must 
never call upon or grant an audience 
to a foreign monarch except In the 
presence of a 
responsible munster. 
Etiquette also precludes him from ac- 
j cepting a gift which a loyal subject 
may wish to make him. 
Should, how- 
lever, th** gift Ik* a Joint offering the 
I prohibition does not apply.

A king never writes a lefter to any- I 
boily outside his family circle.

tions to dine or stop with a subject. ■ 
W hat he *lo«*s when la* wishes to pay 
such a visit is to invite himself. 
An­ 
other strictly observed point of eti­ 
quette is that on ascending th** throne I 
a king shall withdraw from any clubs 
to which lie has hitherto belonged. 
Similarly he cannot become a Free . 
Mason, and if he happens to be one at 
the date of his ascension ho must re­ 
sign from the craft. 
King George. I 
however, has not been initiated. 
Even In affairs of the boart a sover­ 
eign must bow to the will of others. 
Although King Cophetun might have 
loved and shar***l his throne with a 
i beggar maid. the royal marriage act 
would render th** occurrence of any 
such romantic union impossible In Eng­ 
land 
Members of th** blood royal i 
must bn re the sanction of parliament 
before they can marry, and this would 
certainly not be accorded unless tho 
birth and position of th** lady were 
beyond reproach. 
An English king's position toward 
the law is somewhat peculiar. 
Theo 
retlcally he is above the law 
In prac­ 
tice. however, ti** has to obey It. just 
as have his subjects. 
Ile must ob 
serve tin* established legal system of , 
th** country. 
Any royal proclamation 
1 which ho issues Is only binding In so 
far as It is founded upon an existing 
law. 
It cannot alter the common law 
or create a new offense, nor can a 
king set ui> private tribunals, such as 
the star chamber, or add to th** juris­ 
diction of a court. 
By a special act 
parliament I* has also been decided 
that if his majesty wen* to lose an a** 
tion bronchi against him by the reve­ 
nue authorities he would be liable for 
tho payment of costs. 
By th** law of the land the king can­ 
not possibly commit an offense. 
Any 
Injury or wrong suffered by a subject 
at his hands has to lie attributed to 
the "mistake of his advisers;” hence 
lr happens that King George is th** 
only person In Great Britain who can­ 
not arrest a suspected felon, even if 
such a one were to be seen by him en­ 
tering Buckingham palace or Windsor 
castle. 
The reason for this Is because 
no action for wrongful arrear could 
lie against him. and therefore lf the 
person arrested by him were proved 
Innocent there would then be a wrong 
without a remedy. 
Another legal dis­ 
ability of the king is that he Is barred 
of all rights in m atters relating to land 
nfter a lapse of sixty years. 
He is also 
prohibited from serving on a jury or 
from giving evidence 
Until so comparatively recent a pe­ 
riod as 1S70 if a subject were convict­ 
ed of treason or felony the king could 
claim his property. 
Another lapsed 
prerogative of the crown is one known 
as “corody.” 
During its existence a 
king who w anted to advance the in­ 
terests of a royal chaplain could com 
pel a bishop to support such a clergy­ 
man until a benefice had been found 
for him. 
Nowadays he has not even 
the right of founding a bishopric or 
Creating 
ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction. 
Similarly he m ust always be a mem­ 
ber of the Church of England and 
cannot change his religion. 
The theory that the king "reigns, 
but does not govern” is amply borne 
out by the political system of the 
country. 
While the members of par 
tin meat are his m ajesty’s “faithful 
commons.” they 
have certain privi­ 
leges which he himself does not pos­ 
sess. 
Thus King George can summon 
or prorogue parliament at will, but he 
cannot prolong It beyond a definite 
period. 
Similarly he Is absolutely de­ 
barred from Imposing any sort of ta x ­ 
ation whatever without first securing 
the consent of parliament. 
So jeal­ 
ously guarded Is this privilege that a 
king cannot create new* officers with 
new foes or annex new* fees to exist­ 
ing offloers, as such a course would 
be considered as imposing a fresh tax. I 
In bygone times, however, when an ; 
English monarch was in w ant of funds I 
bo would levy taxes right and left aud 
without asking anybody. 
The francis** does not extend to Eng- 1 
lish monarchs. 
King George is one j 
of the few men possessing a genuine j 
stake in the country without the priv- J 
liege of recording a vote. — London 
Bellman.
